struggle, politicians of both the re­ 
publican and democratic parties are 
speculating over the outcome. 
Senator Lenroot, who acted as a d ­

must come up for re-election in Wis­ 
consin again st the anti-court forces 
of Robert M. LaFollette who is cred- 
with dictatorial stren g th there.

In six attem pts to save the 
crew they have sacrificed two lives, 
seen giant waves smash to kindling 
five lifeboats and have

Today Captain Fried 
laconically

"Will make further attem pts 
to 
rescue remainder of crew when sea 
moderates.’*

Roosevelt have won their battle with 
the Atlantic storms and rescued the 
officers and crew of the water-logged 
British freighter Anthine, according 
to a radiogram received by the Unit­ 
ed state s lines here today. 
The rescue was 
completed 
soon 
aft el' midnight, the 
message 
said, 
when the final 13 men were t r a n s ­ 
ferred from the wallowing, disabled 
freighter to the liner. 
Twelve had 
been taken off earlier in the night. 
The (fescue was made ut the cost 
of two lives 
two of the Roosevelt’s 
sailors having been drowned in the 
determined efforts to run small boats 
th rough the boiling seas to the ald 
of the Antinoe. 
Five lifeboats were 
smashed before tile rescue was com­ 
pleted. 
The Roosevelt had been standing 
by the Antinoe ainee Sunday, enga g­ 
ed almost constantly in plans for (tie 
rescue and in their execution, while 
more than 200 of the liner's passen­ 
ger* formed a cheering audience for 
tile h e r o i c efforts of the Roosevelt’s 
men.

Washington, Jan. 28. — (UP) — 
Senate debate on the $362,661,000 
federal tax reduction bill was open­ 
ed today by Chairman Smoot of the 
finance committee with the demand 
that the measure be passed by Feb. 
IO. 
“ Immediate 
consideration 
a n d 
speedy disposition,” was asked 
by 
th e Utah senator and adm inistration 
financial expert, who spoke at length 
giving reasons for his 
com m ittee's 
action in revising the measure pass­ 
ed by the house which provided only 
$330,000,000 reduction. 
l owering of s u r ta x rates on 
in­ 
comes from a maxim um of 40 to 20 
pc r cent was defended by Smoot as 
sound economics. 
Repeal of the publicity clause of 
the income tax was 
advocated 
by 
Smoot because “ no useful purpose’* 
has been served by publication. 
He also defended the com m ittee’s 
action in repealing the inheritance 
tax which the house bill retained In 
part, restoring th e tux on legitim ate 
drama, muscat concerts and 
grand 
operas, which the house elim inated, 
increasing personal exem ptions and 
.refusing to abolish entirely the ex­ 
cise tax on automobiles, trucks and 
alcohol. 
Before Hmoot began, Sen. Norris, 
republican 
of 
Nebraska, 
said 
he 
wanted the senate to know he had 
no intention of holding up passage 
of the hill, but th a t he did not see 
how the bill could be passed by Feb. 
IO. 
He suggested that the date of the 
ti rut payment of income taxes be de­ 
ferred from March 15 to April I, or 
April 15. 
Smoot said this could not be done 
because 
more 
th a n 
$600,000,000 
worth of short time obligations w ill 
fall due March 15 and the treasury 
is depending on 
the 
income 
tax 
money to meet these obligations. 
Norris then suggested tha t those 
who will not be exempt under the 
new hill make the ir first payment 
March 15 and receive credit on their 
second payment if the new bill de­ 
creases their taxes. 
Nothing was 
agreed to. 
Senator Harrison, democrat, 
Mis­ 
sissippi, of the finance committee, of­ 
fered am endments to repeal the taxes 
on automobiles, all admissions and 
due* and stamp taxes on cards, in- 
Huranee policies, capital stock issues 
and bonds of indebtedness. 

King, democrat, Utah, anoth­ 
er committee member, offered ”m!n- 
ority views” calling for a total tax 
reduction of $500,000,000, retention

W h e t h e r due to the sentiment expressed by the Crow Wing 
County Keep the Highways Green association, or following its own 
bent, announcement has been tirade that trees to beautify boule­ 
vards and roadways will; be provided responsible civic organiza­ 
tions throughout Minnesota by the state forestry department at 
planting time this year, according to the statement of H. C. Hotal- 
ing, tourist commissioner. 
He urged that organizations take 
advantage of the offer not only for its beautification possibilities 
but for conservation as well. 
“It is the opinion of forestry experts throughout the country 
that the forests, perhaps more than any other natural agency help 


lo retain our water levels and that saving our trees we are also 
saving our lakes,” Mr. Hotaling said. “I am more impressed than 
ever before that the program of conservation so often stressed by 
the Ten Thousand Lakes association should receive the careful 
study of all the people in the state.” 
State Forester Conzet has made the offer that his department 
will help any community in the state with whatever conservation 
plans it may have. The department will also furnish enough trees 
to plant one mile along either side of any designated stretch of 
roadway. 
With tourist traffic increasing every year, Hotaling 
pointed out the increased importance of beautifying roadways and 
of making best use of Conzet’s offer. 
The time for planting is in the spring and the state officials 
urged interested organizations to apply at once for trees. 
Com­ 
munities desiring trees for more than a mile of roadway or for 
planting in places other than along roadways will be sold the stock 
at wholesale nursery prices.
